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Hospital 
calls to 
find beds 
for babies 

MEDICAL staff had to ring 
round hospitals to find 
space for premature twins 
who then had to travel al¬ 
most 90 miles for care, an 
inquest heard. 

Jack and Spencer Dolan 
died in Liverpool having 
been moved there following 
their births at just 25 weeks 
at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

Liverpool Women’s Hos¬ 
pital was the closest spe¬ 
cialist premature ward with 
spaces available on May 31. 

But an inquest heard how 
staff had to call each unit 
to see if there was space - 
something senior coroner 
Zafar Siddique said was not 
the best use of their time. 

He said the deaths were 
due to complicationsfrom 
the early birth. There was 
no suggestion the journey 
caused any problems. But 
he said: “ It is not the best 
use of time for a medic to be 
calling around hospitals.” 

The hospital is not 
equipped to deal with ba¬ 
bies born under 28 weeks, 
consultant radiologist Dr 
Caroline Holland told the in¬ 
quest at Smethwick Council 
House: “It is not an efficient 
way, it took 45 minutes.” 

It found the babies died 
from brain injuries and com¬ 
plications due to the prema¬ 
ture births. Their parents 
Victoria and Christopher 
Dolan, of Barn Owl Drive, 
Pelsall, were at the inquest. 

Town has too 
few working 

THERE are almost 20,000 
thousand fewer jobs avail¬ 
able in Walsall than should 
befor a town of its size. 

A report to the full council 
this week shows from more 
than 167,000 adults only 
just over 98,000 have been 
in work. Statistics from the 
ONS Business Register and 
Employment Survey say 
a town of Walsall’s pop¬ 
ulation should be nearer 
118,000. A report from re¬ 
generation chief, councillor 
Mohammad Nazir, says: 
“The starkest issue we face 
is the lack of jobs per adult.” 


JOY AS RUBBISH 
PLAN DUMPED 


CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating a de¬ 
cision to throw out a proposed rub¬ 
bish tip in Walsall on grounds it would 
cause noise and odour. 


AB Waste hopes to relocate its disposal plant 
from Darlaston to vacant industrial premis¬ 
es in Willenhall Lane near Dudley Fields and 
Beechdale, sparked protests in the community.

The firm wanted to set up 
on a site situated between 
the Wyrley and Essington 
Canal and the main en¬ 
trance to Willenhall Indus¬ 
trial Estate. 

If given the go-ahead, 
the 24-hour waste recycling 
facility in Bloxwich would 
have handle up to 175,000 
tons a year of waste. 

Protest organiser Bradley 
Allen, aged 17, of Moorland 
Road, Dudley Fields, said: 
“It really is a huge weight 
lifted off of our shoulders, 
this was the most inappro¬ 
priate place to erect a busi¬ 
ness such as this. 

“Local residents and busi¬ 
ness owners alike are both 
thrilled with the refusal. 

“It is great to finally have 
an answer after months of 
waiting after our petition 
was handed in to the coun¬ 
cil. 

Huge 

“Residents tell me that 
it is great to have peace of 
mind.” 

Bloxwich West council¬ 
lors Louise Harrison, and 
Pattie Lane, and Birchills 
Leamore’s Tina Jukes sup¬ 
ported the campaign. 

Councillor Jukes said: “I 
welcome this decision. 

“The council listened to 
local people, councillors and 
myself and after proper in¬ 
vestigation decided those 
fears to be well founded. 
This proposal if passed 
would have had a major det¬ 


rimental effect on the local 
community.” 

Councillor Lane added the 
decision has come as a great 
relief to people living in the 
Dudley Fields area close to 
the proposed site. 

Planners refused the 
move on grounds including 
that its location, use of out¬ 
side areas, and design would 
result in a loss of amenity to 
nearby homes, by ‘virtue of 
noise and disturbance, dust 
and odour’. 

The decision notice states 
that: “The application has 
failed to demonstrate that 
the nature of these opera¬ 
tions can be appropriately 
mitigated.” 

It added the position of 
a proposed 10.5 metre high 
boundary wall would harm 
the appearance of the area. 

Last year angry cam¬ 
paigners collected more 
than 1,100 signatures to 
oppose it. 

They armed themselves 
with protest banners and 
posters in a site protest to 
vent their feelings. 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick, who backed the 
campaign, said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that the application 
by AB Waste has been re¬ 
fused by the council.” 

There was no one avail¬ 
able at AB Waste to com¬ 
ment.

Derelict 
church to 
become 
care flats 

A VANDAL-HIT disused 
church in Walsall is to be 
transformed into a care 
complex, creating jobs, after 
getting a planning go-ahead. 

St Aidan’s Church has 
been standing derelict for 
more than two years and 
has been a target for thieves. 

Moves to convert the 
building in Hawbush Road, 
Leamore, to supported liv¬ 
ing flats have been given 
the go-ahead from Walsall 
Council planners. 

Birchills and Leamore 
councillor Chris Jones 
backed the plan, saying it 
would bring the building 
back into use and provide 
jobs. 

“It will be a real good 
asset,” he said. 

The church was built 
around 1960 but as the con¬ 
gregation dwindled it was 
shut. It has been standing 
empty since October 201. 

The application to convert 
and extend the building to 
become eight supported liv¬ 
ing flats was put forward by 
Select Lifestyles. 

An annex will be demol¬ 
ished to create units, staff 
accommodation and admin¬ 
istration facilities. 

Up to 15 staff will be em¬ 
ployed and 24-hour care 
will be available for resi¬ 
dents aged from 18 to 70, 
although the intention is to 
keep people of a similar age 
together where possible. 

Warning on 
parking plan 

SHOPPERS could vote with 
their feet and go elsewhere 
if charges to park in parts 
of Walsall come in, a senior 
councillor has warned. 

A proposal for £1 for four 
hours in Aldridge, Bloxwich, 
Brownhills, Darlaston and 
Willenhall has been sug¬ 
gested as part of the council 
budget. Liberal Democrats 
leader Ian Shires said: “It 
may have an adverse impact 
on the local economies of the 
district centres if as a result 
customers visit on a less fre¬ 
quent basis.” 
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Manor takes on 30 more nurses 


THIRTY more nurses than first 
planned have been recruited at Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital, as it seeks to 
cut the number of costly temporary 
workers. 

It brings to 100 the of number of 
new nurses who will be working at 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust by 
the beginning of next year after a 
recruitment drive. 

It was initially expected there 


would be an additional 70, but due 
to the opening of a £5 million ward 
it has been agreed to bring in more. 

The trust has been battling to 
control the cost of temporary work¬ 
ers, leading to its moves to bring in 
more permanent employees. 

Temporary workers, including 
locum and bank staff, cost the trust 
£1.68m in one month with £766,000 
of that going on agency staff. De¬ 


spite the increase in agency staff, 
the amount spent on locums in Sep¬ 
tember reduced from £500,000 in 
August to £408,000. The level of ex¬ 
penditure on bank workers was cut 
from £640,000 to £509,000. 

Work is being carried out on the 
30-bed ward with the aim of open¬ 
ing on the site off Pleck Road by 
mid-January. 

It will offer additional capacity 


during busier periods and patients 
can also transferred there when 
redecoration or cleaning work is 
needed on other wards. It is part of 
moves to improve resources at the 
Manor, which is braced for more pa¬ 
tients from Staffordshire. 

Chief executive Richard Kirby 
said the new Ward 29 will make a 
‘massive difference’ along with hav¬ 
ing the additional nurses.

Political 
clash over 
library 
closures 

TWO libraries are ear¬ 
marked to close in Walsall 
despite an increase in the 
number of annual visitors. 

Pheasey and New Inven¬ 
tion have been put forward 
to shut in the next two years 
under proposals which will 
see a total of eight closed to 
save more than £500,000. 

But figures have shown 
Pheasey, at the Collingwood 
Centre, Collingwood Drive, 
generated 32,947 visitors 
in 2103/2014 compared to 
31,747 in the 12 months 
beforehand. While New 
Invention, in The Square, 
Willenhall, increased from 
25,102 to 28,878 during the 
same period. 

Pheasey councillor and 
Conservative group leader 
Mike Bird said: “The library 
closures are politically mo¬ 
tivated, there is no doubt 
about it. 

“It is right on the edge of 
the borough, people depend 
on the services the library 
delivers and there is an iso¬ 
lation factor that has not 
been taken into account.” 

But Walsall Council leader 
Labour’s Sean Coughlan 
said no final decision on 
which community facilities 
will go had yet been made 
and consultations with res¬ 
idents across the borough 
was under way. “This is a 
consultation,” he said. 

Carl's call to

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'Costly' 
care home 
looks set 
to close 

A CARE home has been ear¬ 
marked for closure because 
falling numbers mean it is 
costing more to treat people. 

Great Wyrley Community 
Support Unit is said to no 
longer offer ‘good value for 
money’. 

It offers respite care for 
those with conditions in¬ 
cluding dementia and learn¬ 
ing difficulties. 

Although it has 16 beds 
council bosses say it has an 
average of six vacancies a 
night. 

If every bed was filled 
then the gross cost per bed 
each week would be £936. 
However, because of the va¬ 
cancies the average cost is 
closer to £1,470 per bed. 

Staffordshire County 
Council said its preferred 
option was to close the unit 
and offer short-stay resi¬ 
dential care provided else¬ 
where. 

It said it would also allow 
it to offer greater choice and 
more personalised care. 

There are two other op¬ 
tions, continuing to run it 
as normal or bringing in 
someone else to run it. 

The estimated cost of 
sourcing short-stay care 
from independent providers 
is between £450 to £580 a 
bed each week. 

A consultation is to be 
carried out subject to cabi¬ 
net backing this week. 

Binman hurt 
in collision 

A BINMAN suffered a bro¬ 
ken ankle when he was 
struck by a car while at 
work in Walsall. 

Walsall Council said the 
man was injured in Provi¬ 
dence Lane, Leamore, two 
weeks ago.

£23,000 benefits fraud by 

award-winning guitarist 


AN award-winning Walsall guitarist was caught performing on TV 
with X Factor stars JLS while claiming almost £23,000 in benefits he 
was not entitled to. Joseph Ross, who was paid for his services by 
the X Factor, Strictly Come Dancing and Sony Entertainment, must 
now hand back the money. 

The 44-year-old was caught by investigators after a video of him playing his guitar 
during a performance by JLS on ITV 2’s Xtra Factor was seen on YouTube. Next spring , 
he is going on tour with X Factor judge Cheryl Fernandez-Versini. 

He has also worked with Girls Aloud 
and a host of other stars including the late 
James Brown, Lemar, S Club 7, Gareth 
Gates, Eternal, MKS, Joss Stone, Patti 
LaBelle, Jamelia, Coolio, Notorious B.I.G, 
Shola Ama and Mark Morrison. 

Ross, of Loriners Grove, The Chuckery, 
first claimed benefits three years ago when 
his work as a guitarist dried up. He was en¬ 
titled to do so at the time, but failed to tell 
the authorities when things started to pick 
up again. 

The benefit cheat was given a suspended 
sentence for claiming Jobseekers Allow¬ 
ance, council tax and housing benefit that 
he was not entitled to between June 2011 
and October 2013. 

Ross told Walsall Magistrates Court that 
he had financial difficulties and was going 
through a divorce at the time. 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, said he 
received a total of £22,810 in overpayments. 
“He was paid on the basis that he was not 
workinghe said. “He was told that he should 
notify of any changes in circumstances. In 
his interview, he admitted signing on due to 
lack of work and when he found work that 
he did not tell the authorities. 

“He admitted he should have told the 
JobCentre and confirmed the money went 
into his bank account.” 

Mr Ian Henery, defending, said: “He has 
five children and was left with debts. Yes, 
he made a lot of money. But all that money 
went on paying his band and on the divorce. 

“After he signed off he went on tour with 
JLS. He has worked with Girls Aloud and 
made a lot of money working for them for 
two years. He has been offered a tour with 
Cheryl Fernandez-Versini which will make 
him £25,000. 

“He has paid back £400 so far. He needs 
to be in a position where he can pay back all 
the money to taxpayers. 

“My client was seen performing with JLS 
on YouTube. He’s had payments from the 
likes of X Factor, Sony Entertainment and 


Husband's death 
by hanging Is 
ruled as suicide 

A FATHER-OF-TWO was found hanging 
by his wife at their Walsall home, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Jaswinder Bhachu had been alone at his 
home in Walstead Road for a number of 
hours before his wife returned to find him 
dead on the afternoon of May 19, the in¬ 
quest at Smethwick Council House heard. 

The inquest heard the 46-year-old had 
been deeply affected by the death of his 
mother about a decade ago and he had 
started taking drugs. 

He admitted to health workers he had 
taken heroin but sought professional help. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique said Mr Bhachue 
had been motivated to come off drugs but 
expressed feelings of guilt over using them. 

He said Mr Bhachu had talked about 
starting a new business venture. But he 
added: “But in the background there was 
evidence of low moods.” 

Delivering a conclusion of suicide, Mr 
Siddique said: “I’m satisfied that he in¬ 
tended to take his own life. 

“It is a sad tragedy to lose someone in 
these circumstances.” 

Key to pub change

creating up to 60 jobs in Willenhall has re¬ 
ceived the go-aheadbym council planners. 
The Red Lion, Wolverhampton Road Wes,t 
is being converted into a Hungry Horse 
and renamed The Keymaster in tribute to 
Willenhall’s lock-making industry.

Ross admitted an offence of making a 
false statement to the Department of Work 
and Pensions and two offences of failing to 
notify Walsall Council of a change in his 
circumstances. 

He told the magistrates: “I did sigri off 
when I got the main bulk of work again.” 

Chairman of the bench Mr Ajmir Dhali- 
wal jailed him for a total of 26 weeks, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, with supervision. 
Ross must also complete the 20-day benefit 
fraud workbook course, pay £85 costs and 
£80 victims’ surcharge. 

The court was told that he was inter¬ 
viewed by benefits investigators after a tip- 
off that he was on YouTube playing with 


JLS when he was claiming benefits. 

Martin Ball, of the West Midlands Pro¬ 
bation Service, told the magistrates: “He 
has worked as a musician for a number of 
years. He understands that he should have 
declared that he was working. He says he 
did discuss this with the JobCentre at that 
point before he was interviewed. 

“The money he received was being paid 
to other musicians as part of the band.” 

In 2013 Ross, who has travelled the 
world playing concerts, was presented with 
a special Black Entertainment, Film, Fash¬ 
ion, Television and Arts Excellence Award 
for his role at the highest level in the music 
industry for 26 years. 

BEFFTA is the awards for black enter¬ 
tainment, film, fashion, television and arts. 

Ross offers his services leading a band for 
events including weddings and performed 
at the Olympic Games in London 2012.

The application 
from agents Tyler-Parkes Partnership, said: “The proposed 
car park extension will facilitate further job creation.”

£32,000 
fraud by 
benefits 
assessor 

A BENEFITS assessor from 
Willenhall has admitted 
swindling £32,000 from the 
council where he worked. 

Anthony McHale commit¬ 
ted the sophisticated large 
scale fraud over two years 
at Wolverhampton City 
Council. 

The 55-year-old pleaded 
guilty at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court to fraud 
by abusing his position be¬ 
tween September 2012 and 
September this year. 

McHale, of Broad Lane 
North, was suspended 
from his position by council 
bosses when the offence was 
discovered. 

Mr Roger Bleazard, pros¬ 
ecuting, said McHale had 
carried out the fraud with 
‘some sophistication’ and 
had committed a ‘severe 
breach of trust.’ 

He admitted six charges 
of fraud by abuse of posi¬ 
tion, in that he dishonestly 
abused his position and 
intended to cause loss to 
the city council. The fraud 
amounted to £32,000. 

Mr Bleazard added: “The 
fraud was carried out with 
some sophistication and 
shows a severe breach of 
trust. It has all the hall¬ 
marks of a serious case of 
fraud.” 

McHale will be sentenced 
at Birmingham Crown 
Court on December 12.

TWENTY-FIVE years ago this 
month, the final phase of the 
Merry Hill centre opened, an 
occasion which has surely trans¬ 
formed the shopping habits of 
the West Midlands in a way that 
could never have been envis¬ 
aged at the outset. 

Almost instantly, Marks & 
Spencer closed its branches in 
both Dudley and West Brom¬ 
wich, lured by the free rates and 
easy parking of the new out-of- 
town centre. 

Initial reports suggested a 70 
per cent fall in the number of 
people shopping in Dudley town 
centre, and slowly, but surely, it 
has also affected town and city 
centres further afield. 

A quarter of a century on, its 
legacy is still a matter for debate. 

Some people love the warm, 
all-weather malls, others hate 
the devastating impact it has 
had on town centres which have 
been there for hundreds of years. 

The majority, though, I sus¬ 
pect, do not feel that strongly 
one way or the other. 

They simply take the view that 
if that is where Marks & Spencer, 
British Home Stores or Sains- 
bury’s is, that’s where they will 
go. 

According to Dudley Council 
leader, Councillor David Sparks, 
“Merry Hill enabled Dudley to 
look Birmingham in the eye,” 
and on that point I really have to 
disagree. 

Dudley cannot, and never has 
been able to look Birmingham in 
the eye, certainly not within living 
memory, and realistically, it is not 
going to any time soon. 

However, Merry Hill is proba¬ 
bly the reason why Dudley can 
no longer look Wolverhampton 
or Walsall in the eye, either. 

And for that I will always be 
very sad.

Business booming 
out of town centre

One area is bucking the 
trend when it comes to 
independent businesses 
doing well - Caldmore 

EMPTY shops are a common 
sight in town and city centres 
up and down the country. 

And with latest figures showing 
that Walsall is one of the worst ar¬ 
eas in the UK for empty units and 
a similar story elsewhere in the re¬ 
gion, the future still looks bleak for 
retailers. 

But step off the high street and into 
Caldmore village and business in boom¬ 
ing - just ask the traders. There is not 
a single empty shop unit, with all 130 
stores filled with independent traders. 

The area boasts thriving restaurants, 
supermarkets and cafes, as well as 
clothes, furniture and sweet shops, along 
with travel agents, beauticians and hair¬ 
dressers. Butchers Andrew Morrison has 
been open since 2000. Mr Morrison, aged 
50, took the business on from his father- 
in-law David Ward in that year. 

Generations 

Mr Morrison works in the shop with 
his wife Sarah and colleague Robert Wil¬ 
liams. 

He said: “The butchers has been in 
the village for the past 55 years. We are 
one of the oldest serving shops in the 
area. We have a lot of loyal customers. 
Also we’ve got a lot of families. There 
are third generations that come in now 
from when I started working here 30 
years ago. 

“Trade is good. Everyone knows the 
economy is still struggling and people 
have less to spend on their shopping.” 

Mr Morrison said the secret to the 
shop’s success was sticking to tradition 
by running a Christmas Club that shop¬ 
pers pay into throughout the year. 

But he also said moving forward with 
the times and adapting to changing mar¬ 
kets was another reason his business 
was doing so well. The father-of-two 


from Willenhall added: “We have quite 
a lot of Polish people in the area. For 
them we buy in Polish pork. You have 
to change with the times. 

“Caldmore has a bad name which 
is a shame really. Everyone is really 
friendly. I think lots of people come 
into Caldmore because of the reasona¬ 
ble prices.” 

Around 80 per cent of the traders 
in Caldmore are also residents of the 
village or live within three miles. The 
village has its own trading association 
that helps to promote businesses. It has 
been running since 2006. 

Another shop in the village is Har¬ 
gun’s Sweet Centre and it is a hit up 
and down the country. One customer 
travels up from Gloucestershire every 
week to buy his Asian sweets. 

Owner Suky Hargun, a father-of-two 
from Walsall, has had the shop since 
2001. 

The 43-year-old said: “It was a fam¬ 
ily-owned shop and I bought it from 
my father in that year. We sell Indian 
sweets and savoury snacks. 

“I think it’s the variety of shops we 
have here in Caldmore that makes the 
area so popular. Some of the shops are 


a little bit specialised. You wouldn’t get 
them in many other places. 

“The prices are reasonable as well 
which really helps. A lot of our cus¬ 
tomers are from the Walsall area but 
we get a lot of people coming over from 
Birmingham and one customer comes 
in every week from Gloucestershire.” 

Unique Jamaican Foods opened in 
Caldmore in 2000. 

Owner Saleem Shakil, 46, from Wal¬ 
sall, said he chose to open in the village 
rather than Walsall town centre as the 
overhead costs were cheaper. 

Travelling 

He said: “I opened a Jamaican food 
store as I saw a real niche in the mar¬ 
ket. I have customers travelling from all 
parts of the region - Tamworth, Can¬ 
nock, Dudley and Birmingham. 

“If they are happy to travel all that 
way then I don’t need to be in the town 
centre. 

“Caldmore is on the main bus route 
in and out of Walsall and I think that 
is a good thing as well. It brings a lot 
of people in.” 

Figures released in September by the 


Local Data Company revealed that 26.5 
per cent of retail premises in Walsall 
currently stand empty. 

The data also showed Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s empty shop figure was 22.4 per 
cent, Dudley 23.6 per cent, 

Across the West Midlands, three shops 
closed every two days over the first six 
months of the year. In all, 265 stores 
closed across the region but only 198 
opened - a net loss of 67 shops. 

But Caldmore Traders’ Association 
chairman, Ali Mahmood, said the pic¬ 
ture was much rosier in Caldmore. 

He said: “All the shops in the area are 
occupied so we’re bucking both the local 
and national trend. 

“Caldmore is a thriving and vibrant 
district with businesses covering practi¬ 
cally any and every sector. 

“It’s a source of great pride for all 
of us that someone would travel from 
Gloucester to shop here.” 

Mr Shakil added: “When I first opened 
I did think about opening an Asian food 
shop but there were loads in the area.” 

The latest shop to open in Caldmore 
was a travel agents. Bukhari Travel Ser¬ 
vices opened its doors last month, creat¬ 
ing three new jobs. 


WEEK IN 
POLITICS 


with Daniel Wainwright 


WE need to talk about Europe. I 
say that knowing full well that for 
people who follow politics at the 
moment it seems as though we 
talk about little else. 

But the farcical scenes in the 
Commons over the European 
Arrest Warrant show how toxic 
it is proving to be to the Tories. 

Not that we need much more 
proof of that, of course. The 
by-election won by a Tory MP- 
turned-UKIPper and coupled 
with the likelihood of a repeat in 
Rochester should have made it 
abundantly clear by now. 

MPs turned up to vote think¬ 
ing they were going to get a say 
on the European Arrest Warrant 
itself. Instead the motion put be¬ 
fore them was for just 11 of 35 
measures that the coalition gov¬ 
ernment wanted to opt into and 
the warrant was not one. 

The Conservatives would not 
have wanted to face another 
rebellion by Eurosceptic back¬ 
benchers. But after all these 
years it should have been abun¬ 
dantly clear to the whips that an¬ 
ything with the word ‘Europe’ in 
it is not going to go down well 
with the likes of Stone’s Sir Bill 
Cash or Aldridge-Brownhills MP 
Sir Richard Shepherd. 

The latter, retiring at the elec¬ 
tion, made his feelings abun¬ 
dantly clear: “At the heart of this 
is a misconception about what 
this House represents... my over 
long time in this House of Com¬ 
mons has led me to understand 
the growth of executive arro¬ 
gance is unsupportable.” 

Even reading the words one 
can hear the weariness in his 
voice. Sir Richard has been an 
MP since 1979. He’s been rebel¬ 
ling on Europe since Maastricht. 

Labour’s shadow Europe min¬ 
ister is Wolverhampton South 
East MP Pat McFadden. He 
said the Tories have a ‘psycho¬ 
sis’ about the union and pointed 
out that there was actually more 
than enough support from the 
majority of the Tories, Liberal 
Democrats and Labour to vote 
the warrant through. 

Now Labour has decided to 
debate and vote on it as part of 
an Opposition Day on the eve of 
the Rochester by-election. The 
thing is a mess. And this is be¬ 
fore we have even got to the ar¬ 
gument about the warrant itself. 

As far as Mr McFadden and 
Labour are concerned, as well 
as the Tories in favour of it, is 
a means by which this country 
has managed to deport 1,000 
foreign criminals in a single year 
and has resulted in the success¬ 
ful return of people wanted by 
our own authorities. 

The arguments against include 
concerns over the ability of oth¬ 
er EU member states to demand 
the extradition of British citizens 
without sufficient evidence. 

There are various legal ex¬ 
perts, civil liberties groups and 
others now turning it into a po¬ 
litical football. Maybe we should 
have been worried about it, 
maybe not. But if they won’t 
even debate it, the Government 
can’t blame people for drawing 
their own conclusions.

Scaremongery over council cuts 


I’M angry with the language that Labour’s 
Council leaders are using in Walsall. It is 
language designed to inflame, to divide peo¬ 
ple politically and it’s causing real fear for 
employees and users of council services.

Benefits 
claimer did 
not declare 
his pension 

A FORMER psychiatric nurse from Walsall 
claimed more than £30,000 after failing to 
declare his NHS pension, a court heard. 

Junio Browne, aged 63, pocketed the money over 
a 10 year period, Walsall Magistrates Court was told. 

He admitted six counts of making a false statements to 
obtain benefit and was given a 32-week jail term suspended 
for a year. 

The overpayment in¬ 
cluded more than £21,500 
in housing benefit and just 
under £6,000 in council tax. 

Browne, of Pleck Road, 
also received income sup¬ 
port, incapacity and employ¬ 
ment support. He was paid 
£187.88 a week in housing, 
council tax and statement 
benefits. 

Mrs Kerry Munro, prose¬ 
cuting, said a national fraud 
initiative revealed he had 
been in receipt of a pension. 

But this had not been de¬ 
clared on his claims for ben¬ 
efit to either Walsall Council 
or the Department for Work 
and Pensions. 

Investigations showed the 
£450 a month pension had 
started in August 1991 and 
was paid continuously. 

He was interviewed last 
November. Mrs Munro said: 

“He was asked about the 
NHS Pension and he denied

he had a pension, he was 
then shown the evidence 
form the NHS and finally he 
admitted to the pension.” 

The fraud was worth 
£31,200 from 2003 to 2013. 
The court was told the 
money was being repaid. 

Mr Roger Owen, defend¬ 
ing, said Browne, who has 
a walking aid, was being 
assessed for pre-dementia. 
He added the former health 
worker had also struggled to 
put the context of what hap¬ 
pened into his own words. 

“He had made claims for 
benefit because of personal 
circumstances,” he said. 

“Over that period of time 
his ability mentally has 
deteriorated. Monies are 
being repaid, albeit slowly.” 

Browne was also ordered 
to pay £80 victim surcharge 
and £455 costs.

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Mystery call led to firm's 
part In poppy display 



The sea of poppies outside the To\ 
IT started with a call out the 
blue to see if a Darlaston firm 
could provide a large quanti¬ 
ty of wire. 

But it ended with the company 
helping create the breath-taking 
display of almost 900,000 poppies 
for the Tower of London tribute to 
fallen soldiers. 

Barnfather Wire (Midlands) Ltd has 
revealed it created the wire stems for 
the flowers, which have been seen by 
around five million people from across 
the world. 

Bosses were initially approached by 
a third party over whether they could 
supply steel wire which was cut to 
length this spring but were given no 
details about the job. 

After agreeing they could fulfil the 
£75,000 contract it emerged the com¬ 
pany in Willenhall Road was going 
to be creating the stems for 888,246 
ceramic poppies, which were to be at¬ 
tached separately. 

Staff have spoken spoke of their 
pride at being part of the spectacular 
display, which marks the 100th anni-

versary of the First World War. It took 
100 tonnes of wire and two weeks to 
get the stems ready, as they were pre¬ 
pared at three different lengths of 450 
millimetres, 750mm and 1,000mm. 

The material, which is 5mm in di¬ 
ameter, was put through two special 
machines called ‘wafios’ to make them 
the required length, operated by two 
workers. 

Staff from Barnfather, which was 
established in 1990, went down to the 
capital to assess the delivery of the 


Barnfather Wire helped to produce 

stems and how it would look. They 
were then taken in two bundles on 
wooden pallet by lorry. 

Owner of the wire manufacturers, 
Richard Barnfather, said they were 
surprised after being informed what 
they were working towards but proud 
to have played a part. 

“Going back early in the year we had 
an inquiry to do a quantity of wire cut 
to length,” he said. “At that particu¬ 
lar time we were not aware what the 
specification was. It transpired later.” 

It became clear before the cutting 
was undertaken what they were doing 
it for, but the size of the task when 
first contacted had made staff think 
about what the potential order was. 

“It raises eyebrows a bit, it is not 
something you normally expect on a 
daily basis.” He added: “The vast ma¬ 
jority of our work goes into the auto¬ 
motive industry. We do a lot of wire 
cut to length. We did process the order 
within two weeks.” 

The 50 year-old, who employs more 
than 30 people, has been to see the im¬ 
pact of the fruits of their labour. “It 
was quite an emotional thing,” he said.

SAXOPHONIST Mike Burney, who played 
with 70s rockers Wizzard on their classic 
hit I Wish It Could Be Christmas Everyday 
has died.

Frances Done,chair of the board, 
said: “A plan is also being developed 
with school leaders to provide school 
to school support. The leaders of suc¬ 
cessful schools will be able to share 
their skills, encourage innovation and 
changes of approach so that all schools 
have the tools to succeed.” 

Councillor Barbara Cassidy, portfo¬ 
lio holder for children’s services, said: 
“We recognise as a council along with 
our partners that we need to know our 
schools better and support them bet¬ 
ter.”

Move to cut 
councillor 
allowance 
supported 


SENIOR councillors in Walsall face los¬ 
ing thousands of pounds a year from their 
taxpayer-funded allowances as cuts were 
backed by an independent review. 

It would see council leader Sean Coughlan’s an¬ 
nual ‘special responsibility allowance’ drop from 
£26,850 to £21,694, while deputy leader Mohammad 
Nazir would go from £17.534 to £14.167. 


Council bosses say they 
want to save cash to plough 
into services across the bor¬ 
ough as the authority faces 
£86 million of budget cuts. 
The proposals were put for¬ 
ward by the ruling Labour 
group and have been backed 
by the independent remu¬ 
neration panel. 

But the group did raise 
concerns about some coun¬ 
cillors being hit harder than 
others and has suggested ‘a 
greater level of consistency’ 
was needed, in particular 
for members of scrutiny 
committees, which hold the 
decision-making cabinet 
members to account. 

Labour’s proposals in¬ 
clude a big reduction for 
cabinet members, taking 
them from £13,425 a year 
each to £10,857. However 
they are expected to keep

their basic allowance of 
£10,586 a year. Chairmen 
of scrutiny committees and 
planning would get a £7,057 
special allowance, down 
from £8,469.34. 

The council will be ex¬ 
pected to also consider keep¬ 
ing all allowances as they 
are or slashing them by 10 
per cent across the board. 

Councillor Coughlan said: 
“We always said that when 
you are asking staff to do 
more for less then it is only 
right that as councillors, we 
do the same.” 

It comes as the council 
faces huge cuts to services. 
Some 487 jobs are also ex¬ 
pected to go across the bor¬ 
ough.

Homes bid 
for school 
site reaches 
final stage 

FINAL plans for a controversial housing de¬ 
velopment on a former school site in Walsall 
have been lodged with the council. 

Outline consent for properties on the old Three 
Crowns Special School site was granted last year de¬ 
spite concerns over the loss of community land. 

Now the final detailed designs towards the project which 
will see eight homes built in Skip Lane have been put for¬ 
ward for consideration by 


Walsall Council. 

Initial proposals went be¬ 
fore the planning commit¬ 
tee in October last year and 
were given the go-ahead by 
councillors despite concerns 
over it being green belt land. 

The school closed in 2006 
and objections were lodged 
by the Park Hall Residents 
Association, councillor Rose 
Martin, Walsall South MP 
Valerie Vaz, with more 
than a dozen letters from 
residents claiming the 
land should be retained for 
community use.

A TAXI driver groped a 
20-year-old woman he was 
driving her home follow¬ 
ing a night out in Walsall a 
court heard. 

Karnail Virk picked up his 
victim in the early hours and 
asked her to sit in the front 
of his cab, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

But during the journey 
to the woman’s home in 
Brierley Hill, the 41-year- 
old repeatedly tried to make 
physical contact. 

Mr Howard Searle, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Virk initially 
tried to hold her hand and 
then stroked her right thigh 
on five occasions.’’After she 
paid her fare he pulled her 
towards him and hugged 
her. He tried to kiss her 
again and then groped her 
through her coat. 

The court heard Virk’s 
private hire licence was 
withdrawn as soon as his 
employers found out he had 
been charged.

Virk, of Bescot Crescent, 
Walsall, admitted sexual 
assault and was given a 
three-year community order 
with supervision, ordered to 
complete a sex offenders’ re¬ 
habilitation programme and 
put on the sex offenders’ 
register for five years. 

Flay-buy 
tenant told 
to return it 

A JUDGE has ordered that 
a council flat be handed 
back because it was being 
illegally rented out. 

Jagdish Singh, of To- 
bruck Walk, Willenhall 
attempted to buy the Wol- 
verhamptonCouncil flat 
but has now been ordered 
to give it back to the city 
council.

Rail death man mystery 


A MAN who lay down on a 
railway track in front of an 
oncoming train may not have 
intended to take his own life, 
a coroner has ruled. 

Richard Blower was killed when 
he was struck by a train around 
500 yards from Bloxwich North 
railway station on September 3. 

However, senior Black Country Cor¬ 
oner Zafar Siddique said he could not 
be certain beyond reasonable doubt 
that 25-year-old Mr Blower intended 
to kill himself. 


Train driver Derek Holland told 
how he was driving the 11.12am ser¬ 
vice from Birmingham New Street to 
Rugeley Trent Valley,when he saw 
somebody dressed in red scrambling 
up the side towards the line. 

“I sounded the horn and shut off the 
power,” he said. “He lay himself down 
on the rail in front of me, he lay on 
top of the rail, but not across it.” Mr 
Holland was unable to stop his train, 
which was travelling at a speed of 30 
to 35mph, and Mr Blower was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

A toxicology report showed traces of 


cocaine and cannabis in his blood. Mr 
Blower’s girlfriend Jenny Kempson 
told the inquest held at Smethwick 
Council House that her partner had 
no history of depression or self harm, 
although he had been upset on the day 
of his death by malicious and untrue 
claims suggesting he had been having 
an affair. 

Mr Blower did not give any indica¬ 
tion that he intended to take his life, 
the inquest was told. Recording an 
open conclusion, Mr Siddique said: 
“I’m not satisfied beyond reasonable 
doubt what his intention was.”

How post-war work 
return never took off 


AT 11 am on November 11, 
1918 the guns fell silent 
across the world. 

They were firing right up to 
the last second, as many of the 
gunners wanted to claim that 
they had fired the last shot in 
the ‘War to End all Wars’. 

Then began the process of 
returning the millions of men 
and women, but mostly men 
to their homes, where many 
expected to return to their old 
jobs, supplanting the women 
who had taken their place; but 
things were not as simple as 
that. 

Wolverhampton, and the Black 
Country in general, were geared 
up for war, turning out munitions, 
warplanes, guns, and all the para- 
phenalia of the modern conflict. 

Orders were cancelled, though 
production of, now unwanted 
items, continued into 1919. 


MEMORY LANE

Companies had to find new prod¬ 
ucts to turn their skills to. Wolver¬ 
hampton was well served in the 
new motorised age with many ve¬ 
hicle manufacturers, who thought 
they could return to car and mo¬ 
tor-bike production and find a 
ready market with the returning 
servicemen, many of whom had 
become well used to motor vehicles 
during the four years of conflict. 

Dominated 

Sunbeam returned their car 
production from Rover in Coven¬ 
try but still hoped to make a large 
business in the production of ae¬ 
ro-engines, which had dominated 
the Villiers Street factories during 
the war. 

They were to find that the com¬ 
petition from Rolls-Royce in par¬ 


ticular and from cheap war-surplus 
engines was too much, and they 
hardly sold an aircraft engine after 
the war. 

Round the corner Star returned 
to car production, but were never 
able to sell enough from their 
confined factories to sustain the 
business, and firstly their Briton 
division and then Star itself went 
to the wall, and Edward Lisle, 
founder of the company took his 
life. 

Guy returned to making trucks, 
and became hugely successful. 

Other companies were also to 
find ready markets for their met¬ 
al-bashing skills, making locks, 
bicycles, ploughshares, and all 
the nuts and bolts to put them to¬ 
gether. 

Elsewhere servicemen returned 
to quieter lives, opening shops, 
starting their own businesses, 
often with the skills they had 
learned in the Army, and looked 
forward to re-building their lives.

The field situated off the 
A5 near Great Wyrley was 
used as a seasonal base for 
fairground people who used 
it for their mobile homes 
and to store lorries, trailers 
and children’s rides. 

A planning inquiry 
heard that a row erupted 
when the site’s new owner 
levelled the land and put 
down 15 concrete caravan 
stands. Joseph Jenkins, 
who bought the land three 
years ago, also built roads 
and put in services before 
applying for retrospective 
planning permission for a 
permanent mobile home 
base. 

The bid, on green belt 
land, was refused by South 
Staffordshire Council but 
Mr Jenkins appealed to the 
Government’s planning 
inspectorate. Secretary 
of State inspector Diane 
Lewis has given the owner 
three months to remove 
the concrete bases and re¬ 
store the land to its origi¬ 
nal grassed condition. 

Mr Jenkins had argued 
that a legal certificate 
dated 2000, allowing the 
land to be used for the trav¬ 
elling showmen, should 
allow him to use the site as 
a permanent Romany gipsy 
camp. Mr Matthew Horton, 
QC, on behalf of the local 
authority, called the appli¬ 
cation a ‘try-on’.

THE mother of two pupils 
who were told to take off 
their poppies before posing 
for a Brownhills school’s 
photographs has said she 
will launch a petition call¬ 
ing for the photo to be tak¬ 
en again.

10 and George Walker, six, 
called the move ‘a massive 
disgrace’. 

Ex-infantryman Mr

over the annual school pho¬ 
tograph taken at St Berna¬ 
dette’s Catholic Primary 
School, in Brownhills. 

The school stated that 
photographs were not in¬ 
tended to represent any 
particular time of the year, 
but it would review the 
procedure in the future 
following complaints. 

Father-of-two Mr 
Weston, aged 35, who left 
the Army in 2008 after suf¬ 
fering a gunshot wound to 
the shoulder in Helmand 
Province - said: “The 
poppy is an important sym¬ 
bol, it’s meant to be a sign 
of Remembrance. ” 

The children’s mother, 
Victoria Walker, 29, of 
Barnetts Lane, Brownhills, 
said: “They should have let 
us had a choice. I’m refus¬ 
ing to buy the photograph 
as it is. “It is Alisha’s 
last year at school so this 
photograph is important 
- and having her wearing 
the poppy was just as im¬ 
portant. We always sup¬ 
port the soldiers because 
of what my brother has 
done.”

A NEW food bank has been launched in the Black Country 
to help those in need. 

Willenhall Food Distribution Project is run inde¬ 
pendently from Queens Lea Community Rooms and the 
committee behind it are hoping to make an impact with 
locals struggling for money to buy food. 

Derek Showell, who is chairman of the distribution pro¬ 
ject, said help would be available to those who needed it 
every day: “There are a lot of food banks out there doing 
a great job but if they are open only once a week or once a 
fortnight, that kind of defeats the object. 

Requirements 

“We offer our services on an individual basis, we take the 
specific requirements of everyone who is referred to us and 
they can come to us at any time.” 

People who are referred to the food bank are asked to 
give details of the number of people in their family and any 
dietary requirements before volunteers put together their 
food parcel. They are also asked if they have any pets who 
would need food and if they are unable to get to the base, 
drop offs are organised. 

work stress 
took Its toll 
on nurse 
inquest told 

A SENIOR nurse from Walsall was struggling 
to cope with work pressures when he took 
his own life, an inquest heard. 

Stuart Beddows, lead nurse in the endoscopy unit 
at Walsall Manor Hospital, had told a neighbour 
about his worries days before he was found hanged. 

One of the things he was said to be concerned about was 
a new computer system which had been introduced causing 
a backlog of patients. 


Mr Beddows, who was 43, 
was discovered at his home 
in Lime Street, The Chuck- 
ery, on September 17. 

Neighbour Maureen 
Hammond told the inquest 
at Smethwick Council 
House he had voiced con¬ 
cerns about the pressures he 
was under two weeks before 
his death. 

She said: “He said he was 
struggling to cope, working 
long hours days on end..” 

Mr Beddows was discov¬ 
ered after friends and family 
could not get in touch with 
him. Director of nursing 
for the hospital Kathryn 
Halford told the hearing 
colleagues were aware Mr 
Beddows was suffering from 
stress and tried to offer him 
support. 

He was also worried about

an hospital assessment. But 
she said the most important 
concern appeared to be the 
death of a young woman, 
who died on readmission to 
hospital three days after he 
had performed and endo¬ 
scopic procedure on her. 

“It was nothing to do 
with the endoscopy, it was 
entirely different, and staff 
spent a lot of time talking to 
him about it,” she said. 

Black Country Coroner 
Zafar Siddique concluded 
Mr Beddows intended to 
take his own life. He said: 
“The new computer system 
introduced was causing a 
backlog of patients, and 
there was the patient who 
died following a procedure.”

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Pulsar from 
Nissan could 
be the ticket 
for plenty of 
car buyers

Nissan is scratching a seven year itch and 
entering a vital part of the car market where 
it’s been absent since 2007, while it made a 
mint with a couple of SUVs. 

Now that the Qashqai and Juke are pulling in punt¬ 
ers like there’s no tomorrow, it’s high time to put up 
something against the like of Ford’s Focus, helping 
fill a part of the market that accounts for one in three 
new cars sold in the UK. 

The result of much midnight oil burning is the Pulsar, de¬ 
signed and sold only in Europe - and built in Barcelona. 

This five-door hatchback follows the same design path 
chosen by competitors and majors on space and the 
chance to add the sort of technology usually associated 
with dearer cars. 

That can include four cameras that give a bird’s eye view 
of what’s around the car and automatic emergency braking 
which can stop the car at low speeds before you hit the ve¬ 
hicle ahead. 


Designed 

The Pulsar looks smart from the outside and obviously 
designed with a European twist (not the eastern one you 
might expect from a Japanese car maker) and is clean and 
uncluttered inside, if a bit too obviously plastic in some ar¬ 
eas. 

Nissan has pushed front and rear wheels further apart 
than in any obvious rival and the resultant space in the back 
will easily managed a six-footer sitting behind a similarly tall 
driver. 

Only a potential owner will know how useful that feature 
will prove, with more than half all Pulsar sales destined for 
the fleet market, where they’ll spend a lot of time with only 
the drive aboard. 

The present Pulsar range is simplicity itself with just one 
petrol engine (1.2 litres) and a single diesel (1.5 diesel) on 
offer, although a sportier petrol version looks a certainty be¬ 
fore too long. 

Prices range from £15,995 and top out at £21,945, which 
includes the £1,600 premium asked for diesel models. 
About half of all Pulsar buyers are expected to take the pet¬ 
rol route, with the Acenta (£17,645) likely to be the highest 
selling trim line. 

That model comes with the automatic safety brakes al¬ 
ready mentioned, along with automatic lights and wipers. 
Every Pulsar has air conditioning and Bluetooth phone con¬ 
nection, while the N-TEC model tested here adds 17 inch 
alloy wheels, satellite navigation, DAB radio and cruise con¬ 
trol. 


Economy 

In a car world where diesel is king on the economy front 
it’s too easy to forget the charms of petrol power; displayed 
here by an engine that stays hushed even from a cold start 
and pulls smoothly from such low engine speeds you’ll stay 
in higher gears longer, to the benefit of fuel economy. 

Given a firm request for maximum urge, the Pulsar proved 
a surprisingly engaging car on some familiar back roads, all 
the time staying comfortable on surfaces I know (from bitter 
experience) can unsettle a lot of other machines. 

After an hour’s spirited motoring the trip computer (part of 
a nicely legible dash readout) showed 38mpg. 

That’s about what I expected and was easily bettered 
by slowing down and changing up when the dash arrow 
prompt told me to. 

That resulted in an impressive 52mpg, showing once 
again that you can have fun or frugality, but not both to¬ 
gether. 

The diesel would undoubtedly top that figure without try¬ 
ing hard, but remember the £1,600 extra it will cost. 

So for lots of drivers the new Pulsar is going to be just fine 
in a model that costs less than might. 

Can’t argue with that.

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New Audi 
TT could 
be right up 
your street

It’s Take 3 for Audi and its hugely popular 
TT, which promises better efficiency, a more 
sporty driving experience and some clever 
new technology. 

You don’t have to be a car-ista to know about the 
Audi TT. Since the first generation appeared in 1999, 
it’s been the choice of thefashion-conscious, but it 
took until the second model in 2005 before the driv¬ 
ing experience could match its looks. 

Now the third generation has arrived and it promises to 
move the TT forward in a significant way. 

Like the old car, it uses a mix of aluminium and high- 
strength steels to keep the weight down, yet it’s 50kg lighter 
than the old car. 

It also debuts what Audi terms the ‘virtual cockpit’ - a 
large display screen where the instruments would normally 
be. Add to that a new exterior, interior and refreshed engines 
and there’s plenty to take in. 

You’d be forgiven for thinking that third generation TT is 
barely changed, but park one next to the old car and the 
differences become clearer. 

It’s broader in the shoulder and more edgy than before, 
particularly at the front, where there’s a mean six-sided grille 
and vertical LEDs in the headlights to match the R15 Le 
Mans racer. 

The unique curved roof stays, and hotter TTs models get 
a more distinctive nose. A job well done, then. 

Move to the inside and the focus is clearly on those up 
front. The virtual cockpit means an uncluttered dashboard, 
and there’s plenty of clever thinking here. The air vents 
house the controls for the air con itself, while the instrument 
display is crystal clear and informative. 

Flavours 

Front seat passengers have good space for head and 
legs and the boot is 13 litres larger than before - but the 
rear seats remain the domain of children, unless your adult 
friends are very short in stature. 

There’s three flavours to choose from; 2.0-litre TFSI in 
227bhp and 306bhp forms, plus the 181bhp 2.0-litre TDI 
Ultra. The lower-output petrol is likely to be the most pop¬ 
ular and strikes a good balance between performance and 
efficiency. 

Wring it out and it will hit 62mph in 6.0 seconds flat, half 
a second quicker if you go for Quattro four-wheel-drive and 
the S tronic gearbox, yet it can also manage 39.2mpg com¬ 
bined. 

There’s a pleasing gruffness to the exhaust note when 
you rev it out yet it is quiet and refined whencruising. 

With standard suspension, the TT fractionally prioritis¬ 
es comfort over ultimate handling but for everyday use it’s 
judged very well; it handles neatly, with strong grip and a 
e of security while doing a fine job of soaking up bumps. 


Clever 

All versions get the clever virtual cockpit as standard, the 
touchpad MMI control system to operate it, keyless go and 
the Audi Drive Select system. 

There’s leather and Alcantara sports seats, 18-inch alloy 
wheels and LED daytime running lights as standard too, but 
you need to pay extra to get sat-nav and fully automatic cli¬ 
mate control. 

Who would buy one? If you loved the previous TTs then 
this one will be right up your street. 

Fashion-conscious buyers will be happy to be seen step¬ 
ping out of it, but now keener drivers can get excited about 
it too.
